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RELIEF MEASURE HINTED AT 

REPORT OF PENDING MOVEMENT TO REPEAL 
DIRECTORS’ LIABILITY LAW. 

Intimation That Bill to Relieve Racing Associations 
and State Fair Managements from Personal 
Liability Will Be Introduced at Albany. 



New York. March 24. — The determination of the 
owners of race tracks in this state to keep their 
;;aies closed to the public so long as the so-called 
directors’ liability Jaw remains on the statute books 
means that hundreds of persons and much valuable 
property will be seriously affected. Several race 
tracks "statisticians have figured out the probable 
financial losses caused by anti betting legislation 
at Albany. They assert that at least 50.000 persons 
have been deprived of a means of livlihood: that 
lacing property, including tracks, bidding farms 
and buildings, valued at $40.00o.00o has been do- | 
preehtted: tiiat $25.t(OO,0(tO annually in the shape of 
salaries paid to track officials, clerks, employees, 
stable help, jockeys, trainers' and bookmakers’ as- 
sistants. together with the gate receipts of the vari- 
ous associations, stakes and purses, feed bills, rail- 
road transportation and money spent by the racing 
public, has been cut off: that the breeding industry, 
in which James It. llaggin. August Belmont. James 
R. Keene, John E. Madden. Clarence II. Macka.v. 
Milton Young. Barney Sebreiber and others invested 
large sums, has been wrecked, and that business 
men and the farmers have been deprived of a large 
revenue directly derived from the s|M>rt of kings. 

With no racing in New York state this year unless 
the Jockey Club secures relief from the drastic lia- 
bility law, many famous horses will have little op- 
portunity to race and many so-called i>oor owners 
who have always raced here, will be forced to the 
wall. Jockeys and trainers who have the means will 
probably go to England. France and Germany, where 
first class talent can earn plenty of money. 

The i>ossibility of a general closing of the state 
fairs may cause an awakening up the state, it is 
)Mdnted out. The fair associations have thousands 
of dollars invested in property and if they are forced 
i o follow the example of the Jockey Club’s tracks it 
is pointed out that the farmers will be deprived of 
large sums. In taking the bull by the horns the 
Jockey Club is not censured by racing men. but 
rather is commended for calling the attention of the 
public to the true state of affairs. It is hinted 
ihat a bill relieving the racing associations and tin* 
state fairs of responsibility for betting on their 
premises will be introduced at Albany in the near 
future, as these interests have many friends among 
the lawmakers. 

It develops that the action of the track owners 
was entirely unexpected and that it was a surprise 
to August Belmont, who found himself in the min- 
ority. But on the whole the opinion prevails that 
the move was all for the best and that i lie Legisla- 
ture may see fit to repeal the liability law. In view 
of the fact that the racing associations are not 
asking for a return to open liookmaking and <k> not 
favor legislation calculated to bring about former 
betting conditions, persons not particularly inter- 
ested think that the race track owners not unfair 
in their demands. 

August Belmont at present has thirty-three horses 
in training in this country, but in view of the deci- 
sion of the track owners to keep the gates closed 
until they secure some relief In* will ship four of 
his best* two year-olds to England immediately. 
These young horses are Black Rock, a colt by Rock 
Sand — Black Poplar: Golden Rock, a colt by Rock 
Sand— Fairy Gold, a brother to the three -year -old 
Belfry, now in England: Toggery, a filly by Rock 
Sand— Tea’s Over, a sister to Sandwich, Mr. Bel- 
mont’s candidate for this year’s Epsom Oaks, and a 
filly named Wild Weed, by Etbelbert — Woodvine. 

"In sending these two year-olds to England.” says 
Mr. Bejmont. "I do not mean to withdraw from rac- 
ing in this country. 1 did not make entries to the 
stakes in Kentucky, and as these youngsters are 
eligible for some rich events in England. I am 

anxious to let them compete over there. But the 
rest of my horses will race wherever the sport is 
permitted in this country and in Canada. I am 

wiliiug to take my chances, and if racing is revived 

in New York stale 1 will have my stable fit for the 

usual campaign.” 

Already arrangements have been made lo skip 
these youngsters to George Watson at Newmarket. 
Wat soil is an Englishman who has for many years 
handled horses belonging to the chairman of the 
Joekev Club. 

"While it is improbable that racing will come to 
an end in this state as a result of the passage of 
the Perkins Agncw anti-racing measures, particu- 
larly the so-called directors liability bill, which .was 
the* cause of the closing of the tracks on the last 
day of August. 1910. and which brought about the 
aiinoiin«*oinent on Tuesday last that there would be 
no racing at any of tin* courses hereabouts this year 
unless there was a repeal of the obnoxious measure, 
there is always the possibility that the realty hold- 
ings of these racing corporations will Ik* placed upon 
tin* market.” says the Sun. 

“There are no more valuable properties in the 
boroughs of Kings, Queens. Nassau and The Bronx 
than the race courses, which in tin* main consist of 
improved property of the highest character. In 
Kings County the holdings of the Coney lilwl 
Jockey Club amount to more than 400 acres, as- 
sessed at $2,521,250. and it Is understood that the 
property can be ltouglit for $5,000,000. It comprises 
many acres of fine woodland and a lot of upland 
under fine soil and grass. It. was said last year at 
one time that the Wood Harmon Company, which 
lx. light and developed the Parkville farm property, 
were negotiating for it. but the realty company dis- 
avowed this at the time. 

" Within half a mile of the Coney Island Jockey 
Club is the track of the Brighton Beaeli Racing 
Association, owned by William A. Eiigeman, which 
consists of about eighty acres, assessed at $908,600. 
It is a splendid trait, situated most advantageously, 
holding a strong posithm near t lie mean. A mile 
up tire Ocean Parkway is the Gravesend track of tin* 
Brooklyn Jockey Club, which has an assessed value 
of $682,450 and could not be l»oiiglit for less than 
$1,000,000. It is well situated lietween tin* parkway 
and the Fifth Avenue line of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit running to Coney Island. It is an old and 
historic property — older than Coney Island, though 
not .-o old as Brighton Beach, which antedates the 
other courses by several years. 

“If was thought that I*. J. Dwyer, who is the 
president of both the Brooklyn Jockey Club and the 
Queens County Jockey Club, whose course is at 
Aqueduct, would hold iKdh meetings at the latter 
course, which lias one of the finest homest retches 
in the country. The Brooklyn track has long l>eeii 
known as the politicians’ course, as the late Hugh 
McLaughlin, John Delmar. James Xbevlin. John Mc- 
Carty and a number of other men living and dead 
prominent in i**litics at various times owned stock 
in t lie corporation. 

“In Queens County there are two racing organiza- 
tions — Aquednet. already referred to. which is on 
flic Roekawav branch <»f the Long Island Railroad 
beyond Woodliaveti, and which has upwards of 100 
acres in it. One million dollars would not be out 
of the way lor this plant, which could he made ready 
for the builder in short order. 

“In the vicinity of Jamaica is Hie home of the 
Metropolitan Jockey Club, of which ex-Senator Wil-

It has been said 
that the promoters could have had $1,000,00# for 
their plant if they cared to turn it over to the realty 
promoters last year, when no Face meeting wa« held. 
Like all of the other courses railroad transportation 
is at the very door of Jamaica. 

“In t lie neighboring county of Nassau and just 
across the line, in fact a |Nirtion <d‘ the property 
is in Queens, is to be found the palatial home of the 
Westchester Racing Association, of which August 
Belmont is the president, comprising more than 600 
acres and including everything that those who are 
fond of racing and its social accompaniments could 
desire. The Turf and Field Club, whose member 
ship comprises the names of the best-known people 
in the country, is a part of the plant, occupying the 
rare old Maniee mansion surrounded by its superb 
box trees and a shrubbery whitrh is unapproached in 
this part of the country. There is a mile and a half 
track with chutes, a special exercising track, a stee- 
plechase course of magnitude, a palatial clubhouse, 
a gigantic grandstand, a commodious field stand, 
a spacious jockey and officials’ house and a paddock 
in the midst of rare old Ireos. There is also a com- 
prehensive layout of trheks for train service ap- 
proached through a tunnel — in short it is a monu- 
ment to the turf which should and prolxtbly will 
endure long after troubles surrounding the spoil 
have been forgotten. It cost approximately $2,500,- 
000 when it was built seven years ago and naturally 
has eiiliaueotK in value tremendously since then, ail 
values in the vicinity having risen sharply. It has 
many rich men «*n its list of membership who prob- 
ably would endeavor to preserve it for other pur- 
poses than realty development. 

“The last racing property around New York which 
would go would be that of the Empire City Racing 
Association, near Yonkers. James Butler is the 
president and chief stockholder. It is said that Mr. 
Butler and his associates gave $400 000 for the 
place, which cost the late William H. Clark just 
double that amount when lie built it some twelve 
years ago. It would not be far short of the mark 
to place the value of the property at the present 
time at $1,100,000.”

Lexington. Ky., March 24. — The Kentucky Stato 
Racing Commission, with Chairman E. F. Clay, Col. 
Milton Young, Maj. Ffxhall A. Da inger field and 
Secretary W. E. Bidwell present, met today amt 
adopted several rules that will be especially pleas- 
ing to owners, trainers and jockeys, us well us to 
the racing public generally. 

The most important measure adopted was that 
increasing purse values. In future the added money 
to purses at Louisville and Latonia cannot he less* 
than $500 in the spring and $4oO in the fall and at 
Lexington not less than $500 in the spring and $250 
in the fall. An amendment which will lay over 
for thirty days was offered, providing that fall 
purses be increased to correspond with spring parses. 
The commission feels that the increase is justified 
by the profits accruing to the associations last year 
and by tlie prospects, because of conditions in New 
York and elsewhere, for greater patronage at the 
meetings in this state this year. 

A rule forbidding the giving of guaranteed stakes 
for any amount in this state after the forthcoming 
spring meetings was unanimously adopted. 

A rule introduced by Colonel Clay last year speci- 
fying that the commission to he charged by the 
associations from pari-mutuel aud auction pools 
“shall not exceed five per cent, of the gross amount 
of money handled” was also unanimously adopted. 

Other rules were adopted doing away with private 
valets for jockeys and requiring associations to 
arrange for attendants to be hired by the jockeys, 
providing for the employment of a graduate veter- 
inary surgeon to be present at each track on every 
racing day. and prohibiting the transfer of any 
horse from one ownership t < * another merely to get 
the benefit of the apprentice jockey allowance <»r 
the services of an exceptionally good apprentice 
rider. 

A rule intended to increase the pay of jockeys 
was introduced. It provides that in races of $500 
or less the fees shall be $15 for a winning mount 
and $5 for a losing mount and in all other races 
$25 for a winning and $H> for a losing niAunf. 

Secretary Bidwell read a letter from Senator 
Hamp Williams of Arkansas stating that next week 
lie will introduce in the legislature at Little Rock 
a bill intended to revive raeiug at Hot Springs. 

There was a letter from John D. Knapp of St. 
Louis saying that the failure of the Missouri Legis- 
lature to adopt the proposed racing hill had not dis- 
couraged the friends of racing and that a state- 
wide campaign for the support of the people is to 
be begun at once. 

The commission adjourned to meet again April 29, 
the opening day of the spring season of racing here, 
when applications from trainers and jockeys Will he 
acted tqion. 

ODELL STABLE IS SUSPENDED. 



Eagle Bird’s Form Reversals Responsible for Ruling 
by Moncrief Park Officials. 



Jacksonville. Fla., March 21. — This was an offday 
at Moncrief Park. The program offered was of 
ordinary caliber, a majority of the races being 
framed to suit horses that bad not won a race here 
this season. A cold raw wind swept across the 
infield and made the grandstand anything but a 
comfortable soot. The wind dried tht* track, and. 
although a little lumpy in spots, the course was in 
fairly good condition. Aspirin won the feature, a 
mile allowance affair which was run as tin* fourth 
race. He simply toyed with his opposition, going 
to the front when ready and drawing away into a 
three-lengths lead in the homestretch. Incidentally 
lie was the only successful favorite of the afternoon. 

The closing race, which was a dash of a mile 
and an eighth, furnished one of the best finishes 
seen here all season. There were six starters and 
four of them fought it out all through the home- 
stretch and passed the winning mark noses and 
heads apart. It was an exceedingly close thing 
at the end, but the official placing gave GolConda 
first place. First IVep second and I’oeotaligo third. 

Eagle •Bird’s victory iu the fifth race, following 
her |MM*r showing on Wednesday, resulted in tie* 
suspension of the stable owned by G. J. Odell. The 
running of the filly is being investigated by the 
judges and meanwhile entries from the stable will 
lie refused. Eagle Bird was claimed by S. A. Clop- 
ton after her defeat of Wednesday, and Mr. Odell 
IsMisted her after her victory this afternoon from 
$700 to $1,500, and secured her at the latter figure. 
Mr. Clopton paid $725 for her and made several 
hundred dollars on the deal. 

The conditions of the third race, for non-wiuners 
sit the meeting, brought out a much better field 
than was expected. Among the starters were Tlate 
Glass. Banives. Rye Straw, Banyah. Jack Annually 
and Babbler. The winner turned up in Plate Glass, 
which came from behind in the stretch to l#*at 
Springmass a length and a half It was the first 
start of Plate Glass here and he ran a race which 
would seem to indicate that he will be a dangerous 
factor in any company at sprinting distances from 
now on. Babbler, which was also making his maiden 
effort of the season, was on bis good behavior at 
the |M>st. but lacked speed. 

The horses owned by R. G. Martin have been 
turned over to J. G. Wagnon, who will handle them 
in future. 

The speedy mare, Pantoufle. which was shipped 
to New York a few weeks ago. is reported to have 
died. 

W. Martin sold Definite to A. L. Holter and the 
filly ran in the latter’s name and colors today. 

j. W. RurttseheU’s Radium Star, which was 
jumped on and bad a tendon on one of liis forelegs 
severed, was killed last night. 

A. \V. Foitlk has re-purchased Flarney from the 
association and has also bought Roseboro of F. J. 
Pons. 

Horsemen are shipping from here to Norfolk. Two 
carloads left Jacksonville this afternoon. The 
Schorr stable will not be divided as originally 
planned, bur will be shipped as one string to Nor- 
folk and then to Baltimore. 

S. A. C’lopton lias re-purchased the mare Marie 
Hyde from S. S. Stephens, who took her out of a 
selling race yesterday.

TAMPA VENTURE A COSTLY ONE. 

Tampa, Fla.. March 24. — Departures of horsemen 
and race followers continued today at a steady rate 
and with the exception of a dozen or more who are 
staying over for a few days to enjoy the fishing, all 
who eugaged in the racing here will be well on their 
way by Monday to other fields. Most of those who 
participated in the racing at this iK>int will go to 
Pensacola, stopping over at Jacksonville eu route 
to witness tho sport at Moncrief Park. 

Arrangements were completed today to semi the 
bulk of the horses Intended for racing a t Pensacola 
by a special train which will depart on Sunday next, 
arriving at tho gulf city the following day. The 
train will be made up of about ten cars of horses, 
two day coaches, one sleeper anti a couple of bag- 
gage cars. 

Several of tbe poorer owners were hard hit 
by the abrupt termination of the racing here and 
arc forced to dispose of some of their horses at sac- 
rifice sale to procure enough money to ship the re- 
mainder of their stock. ‘ 

Among today’s departures were William Murray, 
wlio will do the starting at Pensacola. Ho will 
stay over at Jacksonville several days. 

C. L. Jones also left for Jacksonville, where he 
will try to interest some of the horsemen in the 
Pensacola track. 

Blair Bagglcy. Love Token. Sainister and Broken 
Ties were purchased today by A. O. Blume and will 
be shipped to Mexico. 

While many would have preferred remaining here 
to shipping to some other locality, it is just as well 
that the meeting came to a close when it did. for the 
sport was beginning to show evidence of raggedness 
and it would have only been a matter of a short 
time before scandal would have developed. 

There certainly will be no more racing hereabouts 
unless the lawmakers of this state afford the rac- 
ing interests relief by the repeal of the anti-book- 
funking law which becomes effective May 1. Much 
speculation lias been indulged in on tn^ subject. 
8oinc have tbe temerity to aver that a race meeting 
of some sort will probably be held here next season, 
but rumors of this character are silly and without 
the slightest foundation. The management of the 
West Tampa course will bow to the mandate of 
the law and if the pari mutuel system of betting 
and a racing commission bill fails of passage in tbe 
legislature during the present session t lie plant will 
remain closed, not alone next season, but for many 
seasous to come. 

Since the establishment of racing at the West 
Tampa course, the venture lias cost the promoters 
heavily and they have invested a large amount of 
money in the project. The only thing to show for 
the expenditure is the plant and at present it looms 
as a white elephant, for its upkeep will mean ad- 
ditional expense. 

UNCLE BEN QUALIFIES FOR DERBY. 

El Paso. Tex.. March 24. — A card of fair quality, 
including a handicap at one mile, which served as 
a tryout for Derby candidates and an allowance 
race for three-year-olds, drew a fair attendance to 
tin' Juarez races today. The handicap was some 
what of a disappointment to the followers of first 
choices, as Uncle Ben. from the Newman stable, 
and overlooked in the bettiug. was returned the 
winner after a sensational stretch sprint. 

The success of three favorites and two second 
choices gave the public somewhat the better of the 
daily argument, although the defeat of the heavily 
hacked John Griffin II. was a shock. At the con- 
elusinn of the second nice the heard Of Stewards 
suspended jockey F. Anderson for the meeting for 
indifferent riding and refused the further entry of 
tbe mare Fancy for inconsistent running. 

After the running of the handicap, in which Uncle 
Ben was returned an easy winner, Most Newman 
announced that the colt would be a certain starter 
in the Juarez Derby, to bo run April 2, and forth- 
with engaged jockey Molesworth to ride him in that 
event. As Molesworth is considered the l>est rider 
here over a considerable distance of ground the 
colt will doubtless be a factor in the blue ribbon 
event of this section. 

General Navarro, commander-in-chief of the Mexi- 
can federal forces at Juarez, has purchased the horse 
Oblivion from J. Johnston and will use him for 
saddle purposes during his stay in these parts. 

The action taken after the second race by the 
stewards illustrates the alertness of that body and 
is in line with the jtolicy of the management here 
to have nothing but the best of sport obtainable.
